ONE OF 10 GREATEST 
JAPANESE OF TIME 


Proved Scourge of Gold 
Coast Due to Organism 
Akin to One in South 
American Type of Illness.

NEW YORK, May 22.—vVictim 
of the African yellow fever germs 
he finally had succeeded in 
isolating, Dr. Hideyo Noguchi, 
discoverer of the -. source of 
South American yellow fever and 
acclaimed a few years ago as one 
of the 10 greatest living Japanese, 
died yesterday in Accra, on the 
British Gold Coast, in West Africa, 


a few days before he was to have 
sailed for home. 
Announcement of his death was 


made by the Rockefeller Institute 


for Medical Research, which hailed 
the slight, nervous little microbe- 
hunter, one of the world’s out- 
standing bacteriologists, as a mar- 
tyr to science. 

A few months ago, at the age 
of 51, he left New York for Africa 
to discover the relation between 
South American and African yel- 
low fever. 

Discovered Germ in Himself. 

“Suppose I discover the cause of 
this dread disease?” he wrote re- 
cently to friends here. “The irony 
of it all is that l probably have 
ag 
At the time he wrote, he had 
just emerged from an Accra hos- 
pital after a week’s battle with the 
disease he was so patiently study- 
ing. On the fifth day of his ill- 
ness, he had a monkey injected 
with some of his own infected 
blood. The monkey died. Dr. No- 
guchi apparently recovered and he 
attributed this to the fact that he 
had been vaccinated against the 
South American type of the fever 
before he left New York. 

In the body on the monkey, he 
found the micro-organism which 
he felt sure was the African fever 
germ. He wrote to friends here 
that it was akin to the 
South American germ he had 
isolatea bit caused a more serious 
illness and was much more deadly. 


Began His Studies in Japan. 
Dr. Noguchi was born in Japan. 
He started his bacteriological stud- 
ies in that country. In 1900 he 
came to this country and became 
an assistant to Dr. Simon Flexner. 
Four years later he joined the 
Rockefeller Institute as a member 
of the original staff. 

Honored by American and for- 
eign universities and decorated by 
his own and other countries, Dr. 
Noguchi added to his medical rep- 
utation by his researches into 
Oroya fever and trachoma. 

Dr. Noguchi was graduated from 
the Tokio Medical College when 
he was 21 years old. He was a 
member of pathological staff of 
the University of Pennsylvania for 
three years and research assistant 
of the Carnegie Institution in 
Washington before joining the 
Rockefeller Institute. 

In 1918 he was chosen as a 
member of the yellow-fever com- 
mission sent to Ecuador, by the 
Rockefeller Foundation and there 
succeeded against tremendous dif- 
ficulties in virtually exterminat- 
ing the disease. 

His Contributions to Science, 


Among his accomplishments 
were the development of a small- 
pox vaccine free of bacteria; the 
discovery of the micro-organism 
responsible for infantile paralysis; 
isolation of the causative germ of 
trachoma, the dread eye disease; 
demonstration of the kinship of 
syphilis and paresis, and isolation 
of the rabies germ with the devel- 
opment of treatment for its use. 
His yellow fever research fol- 
lowed the pioneering work of the 
American, Walter Reed. Reed 
established the fact that the germ 
was carried by mosquitoes and 
transmitted by them from fever 
patient to the healthy, but it re- 
mained for Noguchi to isolate and 
identify the germ itself. 


Last week the silver medal of 
the American Medical Association 
was awarded to him for his re- 
searches in trachoma. 


Dr. Noguchi was often referred 
to as a “human dynamo.” He for- 
got the world entirely and worked 
day and night with little rest for 
weeks on end when he was on the 
path to a new discovery. 

In 1911 he married Mary Dardia, 
who survives. She resides in New 


York.

' WORKERS FEAR ALL 
OTHERS ARE DEAD 


Fires in Workings Impede 

Effort to Reach 105 In- 
- gide—Known Death Toll 
Stands at 92. 


By the Associated Press. 
MATHER, Pa. May 22.—One 
man was found alive today by res- 
cue workers exploring the wrecked 
interior of the mine of the Mather 
Colleries Co. in which nearly 200 
men were killed or entombed Sat- 
urday. The man was found in Butt 
No, 14. Nearby were the bodies of 
five miners. 
The living miner was found by 
Bruce Diehl, member of the safety 
crew, who said the air in that vi- 
cinity was good. The miner found 
this morning was Frank Krubik. 

Supported by two men, Krubik 
walked from the top of the shaft 
to the first aid station, a distance 
of about 50 feet. He appeared io 
be in good physical condition, de- 
spite his entombment of nearly 60 
hours. 

Recognized Mine Boss. _ 

He said he recognized Diehl, a 
former boss in the mine, and called 

to him as Diehl entered Butt 14. 
‘ Asked what he said, Krubik re- 
plied: \ 

“If you don’t come quick I'll die. 
Somebody is choking me.” 

Twenty-two additional bodies 
were brought from the mine to- 
day, making the total known dead 
%2, and leaving 115 entombed men 
unaccounted for. Despite the res- 
cue of Krubik, veteran rescuers 
said they believed all the others 
were dead. Thirteen men were 
rescued soon after the explosion. 
It was said Krubik’s case was ex- 
ceptional, and that through some 
freak in the air currents, he had 
escaped death by gas. 

The disaster was brought home 
forcefully to sorrowing Mather 
residents today when a public 
funeral mass was celebrated in the 
public square in front of the rec- 
reation hall, in which the bodies 
of the victims lay. 

Krubik said his helper left the 
butt following the explosion and 
was suffocated in the main head- 
in ; 
ee said that when found, 
Krubik was on his hands and 
knees, crawling among the bodies 
strewn nearby and mumbling. 
Doctors believed the deadly after- 
damp had affected the man’s 
throat, causing him to think he was 
being strangled. 

Some of the bodies near Krubik 
were burned and mangied. This 
led rescuers to believe Krubik had 
crawled to that point from some 
other section of the mine. 


Taken to Hospital. — 

Krubik was taken to the com- 
pany emergency hospital] as soon 
as he reached the surface. Al! per- 
sons were excluded from the hos- 
' pital while doctors and nurses 
treated the patient. Doctors 
thought Krubik had escaped the 
gas and afterdamp by keeping his 
face near the floor of the mine, 
where the death-dealing gases 
were not so thick. 

Diehl formerly worked with Kru- 
bick in the {ill-fated mine. Re- 
cently he went to Harmarville, Pa., 
and when the call for help was 
sent out, he came here to aid his 
former working companions. 

“T had a crew and a State Mine 
Inspector with me,” Diehl said. 
“We were inspecting the right 
faces, near an air lock in Butt No. 
14. This section did not receive 
the full force of the explosion, and 
the air was pretty good. Near an 
air lock I noticed footprints in the 
mine dust. They weaved from 
side to side, is if made by a drunk- 
en man.

Noted Soprano Singer Cha- 
grined at Failure to Get 
French Decoration.

VIENNA, May 22.—Because she 
did not receive a coveted decora- 
tion, Maria Jeritza, soprano sing- 
er of the Metropolitan Opera Co., 
has decided to resign from the Vi- 
enna opera and to return to the 
Austrian Government her title of 
“honorary singer of the imperial 
court.” 

Mme. Jeritza thinks she should 
have received the legion of honor 
from. the French Government.

| Hamburg Gas Explosion 


Many Persons: Overcome at Nearby Resort 


During Wedding Celebration—More 
Than 200 Taken to Hospitals. 


By@the Associated Press. 

HAMBURG, Germany, May 22. 
—The cloud of phosgene, one .of 
the deadliest of warfare gases, 
which hung over Hamburg and 
took 11 lives, has been dissipated, 
but its menace lingered today. 

More than 200 persons over- 
come by the gas are in hospitals. 
Many of them cannot be saved, 
physicians fear, and even those 
discharged as cured may be af- 
flicted with lung trouble for years 
Phosgene poisoning ‘causes an in- 


flammation of the lungs and, in 
cases where consciousness con- 
tinues, death comes after horrible 
suffering. 

All the available milk in the city 
has been requisitioned for use in 
the treatment of those poisoned by 
the gas. 

The phosgene gas still stored at 
the Stolzenberg plant is ing 
hastily shipped to its consignées in 
the presence of prominent chemical 
experts, the police having insisted 
that the gas should be taken out 
of Hamburg at the earliest possible 
moment. Meanwhile the district in 
which the gas tanks stand was 
closed to all persons. 

As a precautionary measure fire 
brigades were busy today  with- 
drawing all possible remnants of 
gas with a special ventilating ap- 
paratus from all houses near the 
affected area. 

Many Animals Killed. 

Cattle lay dead in the fields, 
chickens and ducks in the farm- 
yards and degs and cats in the city 
streets—inute evidence of the ter.- 
rible death which crept through 
the city. Trees, grass and growing 
crops shriveled. 

Three hundred and fifty families 


mitted to return when the author- 
ities were convinced the gas had 
been blown off by wind and rain. 

The exact cause of the tragedy 
ihe gas was 


tion of the city when a tank con- 
taining eight cubic meters (282 
feet) burst. The lid was 
forced off and a section of the 
corrugated iron roofing of the 
building was torn off. Experts be- 
lieved an unduly warm atmosphere 
caused the gas to break the con- 
tainer since phosgene vaporizes at 
a relatively low temperature. 

Once free, breezes carried the 
vapor back and forth across the 
district, killing man and animal 
alike. Two brothers peacefully 
fishing on the banks of a’ canal 
near the leaking tank fell uncon- 
scious. 

Wedding Party Affected. 

A shift in the wind carried the 
gas to a pleasure resort where 
men, women and children, among 
them a wedding party, were mak- 
ing merry. Some fell unconscious 
from their chairs which were 
grouped about the table set for 
the feast. Promenaders dropped in 
terrible agony. Soon the ery “poi- 
son gas” arose and a panic broke 
out. 

The entire section of the city 
near the tanks was terror-strick- 
en. Police and troops herded the 


populace into the emigrant sheds 
of the port. Motor ambulances 
rushed the victims to hospitals. 
Firemen and ambulance attend- 
ants, insufficiently protected by 
smoke masks, fel] in the work of 
rescue. 

Masks were rushed from Berlin 
by airplane and, protected by 
these, the firemen got close enough 
to the leaky tank to dilute its con- 
tents and empty it into the canal. 
Others fought the cloud with wat- 
er and ammonia, As a precaution- 
ary measure Masks were distribut- 
ed to the residents of an area 
which it was believed might still 
be endangered. 

At the instigation of the public 
prosecutor, police are investigating 
not only the direct cause of the 
disaster, but also the reason why 
unusually large quantities of this 
dangerous gas were stored in the 
densely-populated industrial har- 
bor district.

108 LOSE COURT 
FIGHT TO. SHARE 
IN DUKE FORTUNE 


Claims of Reputed Poor Re- 
lations to $2,000,000 Es- 
tate of Tobacco Magnate

SOMERVILLE, N. J., May 22.— 


One hundred and eight reputed 
“poor relations” of the late James 
B. Duke, tobacco financier, led by 


a Texas telephone girl, lost their 
fight to share in the $2,000,000 
Duke estate when Common Pleas 
Judge John A. Frech denied their 
Claims yesterday. 


Judge Frech read his decision 
immediately after the summations 
by counsel. Not only did he deny 
the authenticity of numerous old 
family Bibles, picturesque testi- 
mony and neighborhood gossip ad- 
vanced by the claimants, but he 
refused the right of their attor- 
neys to charge their counsel fees 
against the Duke estate, the usual 
practice in will contests. 

Judge Frech said he was satis- 
fied that the executors of the es- 
tate had done their duty in di- 
viding the $2,000,000 among 167 
other claimants who also claimed 
kinship with Duke. 


Although the hearing took up 
only 18 days in Orphans Court, the 
litigation had spread out ross 
a year. One of the last witnésses 
yesterday was August Hartkorn, 
handwriting expert of Hoboken, 
who testified he had examined 
family records and Bibles sub- 
mitted by the claimants and was 
convinced they were fraudulent. 
His examination, he said satis- 
fied him that references in those 
records to Thomas Duke, Indian 
fighting preacher as an uncle of 
James B. Duke, had been made 
with a steel pen not more than 
three years ago. The original rec- 
ords, he added, apparently had 
been made with a quill pen. 


The Texas telephone girl, Miss 


Elizabeth Duke of Wichita Falls, 


headed a little army of Duke 
claimants which descended upon 
Somerville several months ago, 
bringing back-country Texas and 
Georgia locutions and mannerisms 
into a New Jersey courtroom, was 
placed on the stand and denied 
she had tampered with any of the 
records. In his summation, State 
Senator Clarence. E. Case, chief 
counsel for the executors, declared 
the claims of Miss Duke and her 
associates, one of them a Texas 
murderer pardoned by “Ma” Fer- 
guson when Governor, “smelled to 
high heaven of forgery, conspiracy 
and perjury.” 

James B. Duke in his will pro- 
vided that the $2,000,000 should 
be divided among the children of 
his aunts and uncles. 

Originally, there were 700 claim- 
ants to the estate, but the execu- 
tors allowed only 162.

mestic or small consumers used 4 
999,265 m. cubic feet of gas, for 
which the company received $6,- 
296,612, or about $1.25 per M. cu- 
bic feet; whereas all the remain- 
ing, or so-called large consumers, 
used but 2,328,500 m. cubic feet, 
for which the company received 
only $627,854, or 27¢c per m. cubic 
feet. 

Bleeding the Small Consumer. 

“It is from this smali consumer, 
who has already been paying 4% 
times as much for the same M. 
cu. ft. of gas as has the large 
consumer, that the company secks 
to exact still sreater charges, in 
order to offer a further reduction 
to the large consumer. 

“(3). The company has at- 
tained its present state of pro}- 
perity practically at the sole ex- 
pense of the small consumer. From 
the beginning of its operations to 
the present time, the company has 
had practically no business except 
that furnished by the small con- 
sumer. ‘The small consumer has 
paid all the development and early 
pioneering expenses of the com- 
pany, with practically no contribu- 
tion from the so-called large user; 
and now that gas has become a 
necessity to ~the small user, the 
householder. the company no long- 
er fearing the loss of this business, 
imposes a further burden upon it, 
in order that it may meet the 
competition of coal and oil in the 
industrial field through the induce- 
ment of attractive rates to the 
large user. 

“The following dafa, taken from 
the company’s exhibits, which were 
introduced on May 14, 1928, show 
both the real importance of the 
small consumers to the company, 
and the consideration which they 
mey expect to receive, if the com- 
mission permits the increased 
schedule to be filed and to go into 
effect. 

93 Pay That 7 May Profit. 
“Company exhibit 5 shows that 
for the year 1926 there were a 
total of 196,593 consumers, of 
whom 92.72 per cent were the 
household or small users. It Is 
these 92.72 per cent from whom 
the company seeks to exact in- 
creased rates in order that it may 
offer reduced rates to the other 
7.28 per cent. \ 
“Company Exhibit IA shows 
that for the year 1926, under the 
present rates, the total operating 
revenue was $6,924,466, of which 
the household or small user con- 
tributed $6,296,612, or 91 per cent; 
the industrial consumer contrib- 
uted only $480,141, or 7 per cent, 
and the house-heating consumer 
$147,713, or 2 per cent. 

“The proposed increased rates, 
when based upon the year 1926 
for comparative purposes, would 
yield a total of $8,044,718, as 
against $6,924,466 for 1926, at the 
present rates, or the equivalent of 
a flat increase, if spread over all 
the consumers, large and small. of 
about 16 per cent. However, the 
increases fall entirely upon the 
small user, for the new schedule, 
based upon 1926 operations, would 
exact $7,430,582 from the small 
consumer, as against $6,296,612 
under the existing rate, or an in- 
crease of 18 per cent. The reve- 
nue from the house-heating con- 
sumer would be decreased from 
$147,713 to $133,713, or 10.5 per 
cent. The revenue from the in- 
dustrial user would be $480,423 as 
compared with $480,141, an in- 
finitesimal increase of 0.06 per 
cent. As the industrial consumer 
increases his consumption of gas 
—and, of course, the company con- 
templates that he will—the rate per 
M cu. ft. will decrease dispro- 
portionately, so that the _ effect 
will be a decrease to the industrial 
user.”’ 

(Here follows the city’s {fllus- 
tration of the unfairness of the 
proposed schedule in relation to 
the house-heating consumer, which 
is printed in a box elsewhere in 
this edition.) 

Swelling Minimum Charge. 

* (5) The company, in its pro- 
posed schedule, provides for an in- 
crease in the minimum bill from 
50c to 90c, or an increase of 80 
percent. 

“Company exhibit 5 shows that 
during the .ear 1926 there were 
16,183 consumers classed as “min- 
imum.’’ These consumers used an 
average of 3528 cubic feet per 
year, or 299 cubic feet each per 
month. On the basis of actual con- 
company received 
$1.67 per M cubic feet from each 
of these ‘minimum’ users. 

“It is these same minimum cus- 
tomers who,.the company claims, 
are a liability, and upon whom, for 
this reason, it seeks to impose an 
increase of 80 per cent. 

“Using the same figures for the 
year 1926, as a basis of compari- 
son, these same minimum consum- 
ers would pay $3.01 per M. cubic 
feet under the new schedule. 
“(6) As stated, the company 
seeks to develop its business in the 
industrial and commercial field, 
where it meets competition, as a 
private business enterprise, at the 
expense of the small consumer, 
whom it serves as a public utility. 
The small consumer is already at- 
tached and must remain a patron, 
however exorbitant the rates may 
become. It is for his protection, 
in large measure, that public serv- 
ice commissions have been estab- 
lished. 

Capitalizing the Consumer. 
“It should not be forgotten that 
it was because the company had 
these small consumers attached, 
that this commission allowed it $5.- 
$18,000 for “going concern” vaiue 
in its recent valuation. Upon this 
$5,818,000 the small consumer is 
expected to pay rates sufficient to 
a the i he a 7 per cent re- 

rn ann r, ff 
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“Now the company seeks not 
only to make the small. consumer 
pay this $407,266 annually, as a re- 


turn upon the theoretical cost of 
developing the small consum rs’ 


business, and recouping more or 
less theoretical pioneer losses, “but, 
‘in addition, it seeks to compel the 
small consumer, through increased 
rates, to bear the burden of what- 
ever it may cost to persuade addi- 
tional large users to leave the com- 
pany’s competitors. 

“We respectfully submit that a 
readjustment of rates for such a 
purpose and with such conse- 
quences to the consumer of smail 
means cannot meet with the faver 
of this commission. ; 

“If.the company is warranted i 
going out after the business of the 
large consumers, then it must be 
on the ground that it can furnish 
him what he is now getting for the 
same cost or better service, if the 
cost is more. There is no justifica- 
tion for penalizing the rank and 
file of the consumers to make com- 
petition in this direction possible. 

Company Getting Fair Return. 

“(7) We do not accept the com- 
pany’s Claims that it is not earning 
a fair return upon the fair value 
of its property. Without makirg 
specific comment upon the appli- 
cation, there are a few tters 
which are important and should be 
considered in connection with it. 

“(a) The company has only re- 

cently put its producer plant in op- 
eration. Obviously, the purpose of 


installing this plant was to reduce | 


expenses, otherwise it would not 
have been erected. The commis- 
sion’s accountants’ audit covers 
but three months’ operation of this 
plant—June, July and August of 
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1927. This. period was an experl- 
mental one and the quantity of gas 
so small as to furnish no reliable 
data upon which to determine fu- 
ture manufacturing costs. We be- 
lievé a further study should be 
made of this new operating meth- 
od, and of the economies that may 
naturally be expected to result 
therefrom. : 

“(b) In May, 1927, the company 
began purchasing oil still gas from 
the Illinois and Missouri Pipe Line

the Metropolitan Committees of 
the St. Louis and St. Louis County 
Chambers of Commerce agreed in 
joint meeting yesterday at Missouri 
Athletic Association. 

“Just as long as the question 


not get anyhere,” remarked Mayor 
Ruth of University City. head of 
the county chamber and the 
League of Municipalities “It’s a 
business matter, just the thiftg 
which these two organizations were 
formed to handle.” 

“Berlin, Pittsburg and Detroit 
have had their problems,” § re- 
marked Robert A. Roessel, chair- 
man of the county chamber’s com- 
mittee.

“The other cities called in men 
trained in the science of govern- 
ment. I suggest that we follow 
the same method. When you're 
sick you den’t call in a bilack- 
smith or a band. You call a doc- 


tor. 
Suggests Calling in Expert. 

“I suggest that we call in a 
man of national standing in mu- 
nicipal affairs to give us his opin- 
ion as an expert. I believe. that 
way we would get some intelli- 
gent, scientific data on which to 
base a sound solution.” 

Motion that each chamber se- 
lect three members to plan the 
hiring of an expert was made by 
George B. Logan, an attorney, and 
passed unanimously. Another joint 
meeting is to be called in a few 
days to hear a report of the sub- 
committee. 

F, W. A. Vesper, county resident 
and former president of the city 
chamber, read the following pre- | 
pared statement: 

“In the appointment of a Metro- 
politan Committee, the chamber 
takes recognition of the fact that) 
considerable sentiment for some 
sort of city and county unity exists, 
as well as being mindful of the 
handicap that St. Louts suffers 
nationally in the reputation that 
officially at least, we have slipped 
from fifth place in 1910 to seventh 
place in 1926. | 

“The chamber has no plan to 
bring this about, and probably 
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both St. Louisans and countians, so 
closely in many quarters are their 
respective interests involved, shows 
the need of some uniformity in the 
major things concerning their com- 
mon welfare. 

“Whether the old and rather 
misleading term, ‘annexation,’ is to 
be revived or not, the fact remains 
that county and city get together 
on this vital subject is highly nec- 
essary, as regards our new prosper- 
ity. and is possible on a fair and 
equitable basis, if approached only 
from the attitude of open, frank 
discussion of both sides interested. 

Plan Entitled to 8S 

“So vital a project, therefore, is 
entitled to the fostering influences 
of the Chamber of Commerce, with 
the full confidence that if con- 
structively and properly ap- 
proached, a plan satisfactory to 
the actual peoples represented on 
both sides of the imaginary boun- 
dary lines of city adn county can 
be arrived at eventually. 

“No half methods will suffice: 
no hurried makeshifts. Both our 
prestige as a community and the 
future of the whole metropolitan 
area would be indefinitely jeopar- 
dized if any more incomplete at- 
tempts are made on this subject. 

“For the sake of uniformity in 
the rapidly growing new area, and 
a Sameness in health and other 
important methods of government, 
this committee should put past 
bickerings and misunderstandings 
involved in the old plans aside, and 
seek, through the medium of a free 
exchange of opinion and survey, to 
arrive at a feasible metropolitan 
plan that will meet adequately the 
needs of both city and county.” 

Says County Will Confer. 

“St. Louis County is not opposed 
to meeting St. Louis on « fair prop- 
Osition, but it is opposed to becom- 
ing a Twenty-ninth or Thirtieth 
Ward of the city of St. Louis,” de- 
Clared Roessel, a member of the 
Board of Freeholders which sub- 
mitted an annexation plan defeated 
by the county vote in 1926. He, 
like Mayor Ruth and Alfred Fair- 
bank, head of the University City 
School Board, deprecated that 
plan. Mayor Ruth, however, said 
he “could not say ‘amen’ ” to every

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ACCURATE PREDTONS 
-OF WEEK'S WEATHER 


Washington Man Uses New 


Method With High Average 
of Success. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 22.—A new 
method of predicting weather 


with an expectancy of accuracy al- 
most as great as that for the daily 
forecasts, has been worked out by 
Cc. L. Mitchell, district forecaster 
of the Weather Bureau. 7 
He has used it in his official 
weekly forecasts for the Washing- 
ton district, which includes the 


eastern section of the country, 
only a few weeks, but back of it 
lies a long period of study and 
“practice forecasting” to get at the 
principles of observation and an- 
alysis involved ‘and straighten out 
any pronounced kinks in the sys- 
tem. 

The accuracy score of 46 of these 
practice forecasts was considerably 
higher than that of the 
weekly forecasts issued for the 
same periods, 26 being considered 
satisfactory as compared with 15. 
Of 276 days for which forecasts 
were made two to seven days in 
advance the weather changed as 
predicted on 201 days, an accur- 
acy score of 72.8 per cent. The 
percentage of accuracy for the of- 
ficial daily forecasts is between 82 
and 83 per cent. 

Explaining the new method to 
the American Meteorological socie- 
ty, Mitchell asserted that “the 
amount of time required {in prep- 
aration of data by the forecaster 
is considerably greater, but well 
worth the extra labor involved.” 

“On a blank map of the north- 
ern hemisphere,” he said, “the lo- 
cations of the centers of call cy- 
clones (areas of low barometric 
pressure) and anti-cyclones (areas 
of high pressure) of the current 
morning and those of the three 
preceding mornings, together -ith 
the pressures at the centers, are 
entered. Lines are drawn con- 
necting the centers, showing at a 
glance the day-to-day changes in 
the intensity of the areas, and in 
the positions of the troughs of low 
pressure and ridges of hfgh pres- 
sure. 

“The locations of the centers of 
both cyclones and _ anti-cyclones 
likely to affect the weather of the 
eastern half of the United Statets 
for the next week are then pre- 
dicted and entered on a chart for 
each day for a week In advance. 
It is then not so difficult to pro- 
ceed with the next stage in the 
preparation of the forecast for a 
week ahead.” 

Rainfall, he explained, is pre- 
dicted for the day on which a cy- 
clone, or storm center, is due to 
pass the meridian of the locality 
for which the forecast is issued 
and, under certain conditions, for 
the preceding day. It is partic- 
ulprly important, he said, that the 
rate of movement and place of 
origin of storms be considered. 
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RAMMED LINER SETTLES 
IN MUD IN NEW YORK HARBOR 


Fifteen Feet of Water in Hold of 
Veendam; Passengers . Taken 
Off; Part of Cargo Ruined.

HOBOKEN, N. J.. May 22.— 


The Veendam, Holland-America 
liner, rammed by the Porto Rico 


Saturday in a dense fog, settled 
yesterday into the mud on the 
bottom of the Hudson River at 
her pier at Fifth street. 

The Veendam settled slowly and 
on an even keel. Water-front men 
said there was no danger that the 
liner would capsize but that it 
would be difficult to raise it 
again. 

The settling was laid to 15 feet 
of water in the hold. 

The hole in the Veendam’s bow 
made by the collision has’ been 
repaired and pumps were sucking 
the water out last night. Tons 
of cargo were being removed but 
much of the load of grain is 
ruined. 

All of the passengers had been 
taken off the Veendam before the 
liner settled. They were quar- 
tered in hotels awaiting assibn- 
ments to other ships to complete 
their voyage. 


RAILWAY EXCHANGE BUILDING 
GETTING ITS ANNUAL CLEANING 


Water Used by Workman in Scrub- 
bing Structure Splatters Into 
Street Near Passersby.

AUTEUIL, France, May 22.— 
Helen Wills, Betty Nuthall and the 
French tennis stars, Henri Cochet 


and Rene Lacoste, are greatly 
perturbed over official reports that 
Wimbledon authorities intend to 
adhere strictly to a nonwriting rule 
for tennis players during the ap- 
proaching championships. 

Both the American and English 
girl and the two French Muske- 
teers have contracts with newspa- 
pers or syndicates to write daily 
articles for the press during the 
tournament. 

The 1928 Wimbledon entry forms 
contain a clause which the players 
must sign. “No permission will be 
given any person entering the com- 
petition to receive money or mone- 
tary equivalents in connection with 
broadcasting, talks or allowing 
their names to be mentioned for 
purposes of press publication.” 
Helen Wills, as usual, was un- 
communicative when asked what 
effect the prohibition would have 
on her course. “It will be time 
enough to cross that bridge when 
it is reached,” she said. Inasmuch 
as her articles do not cover tourna- 
ments in which she is engaged, the 
Californian thought her case might 
be outside the restrictions placed 
by the authorities. 

“My mother will arrange that,”

PROTEST AGAINST JAPAN’S 
“INTERFERENCE” IN CHINA 


Co-Founder of Nationalist Government Will 
Appeal to Washington to Insist Treaty

Agreements Be Respected. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 22.—Japanese 
action in Shantung and Manchuria 
is causing a situation which may 
result in a loss of much of the 
friendly feeling generated between 
the Chinese people and foreign na- 
tions in the last few years, in the 
belief of Dr. C. C. Wu, co-founde 
er with Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek of the present Nationalist 
Government of that country, who 
arrived here on the Leviathan yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Wu, who was born in Wash- 
ington when his father Dr. Wu 
Ting Fang, was Chinese Ambassa- 
dor there, is en route to the cap- 
ital to voice his Government’s at- 
titude toward Japanese  interfer- 
ence with Chinese sovereignty. 

“Japan’s actions today are 
those of the days of the notorious 
Twenty-One Demands,” Dr. Wu 
stated. “That she intends to es- 
tablish a protectorate over Man- 
churia, despite her promises at the 
time of the Washington treaty, is 
entirely within the range of prob- 
ability. The same men are at the 
helm of her Government as in the 
days of China’s humiliation in 
years past. 

“The only nation which is suf- 
ficiently a bulwark of civilization 
to balk these plans is America. 
And to America we bring our ap- 
peal. 

“Our Nanking Government was 
a year old April 18. When we 
were organized, China was in two 
parts, one controlled by Russian 
Communists and one Dy the 
Northern war lords. f 


Extent of Nationalist Control. 
“Today the Nanking Government 


has routed the Communists from 


China and that accomplishment is 
one of great cost. Tdéday we con- 
trol both civically and militarily 
all of China but Manchuria and 
that little slice of Chihli Province 
which the Northern 
forees, beaten and demoralized, 
ow are retreating. 

“There have been unfortunate 
incidents such as the Nanking af- 
fair. In this case we immediate- 
ly assumed responsibility, although 
that responsibility was not actual- 
ly ours. We have punished the 
culprits and we have evidenced our 
good faith by making a4 first pay- 
ment of $100,000 indemnity. 

“Tsinan was a like unfortunate 
instance. There can be no ques- 
tion that the presence of foreign 
troops, especially Japanese troops, 
is a provocative factor to Chinese 
soldiers. Both sides carried chips 
and somehow they were knocked 
off. 

“Today the Nationalists find 
their onward march to Pekin 
blocked at Tsinan by Japanese 


troops, who refuse to let us pass 
unless an apology and certain oth- 
er humiliating demands are met. 
Consequently the drive on Pekin 
now is being effected by troops of 
Feng Yu Hshian and by Gov. Yen 
of Shansi. 
“We Shall Capture Pekin.” 

“Despite this interference by the 
Japanese, we shall capture Pekin. 
When we capture it, China, with 
the exception of Manchuria, which 
is held by Japanese soldiers and 
from which we are prevented from 
entering, will then be united under 
one Government. 

“Our plans include transference 
of the capital from Pekin to Nank- 
ing. This will effectually end much 
of the political intrigue which has 
retarded the progress of China as 
a nation. This, however, I do not 
expect will occur at once, but 
rather gradually. 

“We hope, you see, so sufficient- 
ly to convince the foreign Govern- 
ments of our integrity by the cap- 
ture of Pekin and the removal of 
the present Pekin government as a 
source of trouble, that they will 
give us recognition, 

“The situation {In Manchuria, and 
in China as a whole, grows more 
tense daily. Anti-Japanese boy- 
cotts are virtually nation-wide. 
What Japan hopes to gain from 
this oppression, I cannot see. It 
already has cost her merchants 
millions of dollars; it hagf cost her 
good name in China. e cannot 
help but suffer for it fof years to 
come. J 
China Turns to America. 

“Consequently it is to America 
that the eyes of China are turning 
today. We would like to see 
America, as the world’s strongest 
nation, insist that the agreements 
entered into at the time of the 
Washington treaty be not treated 
by Japan or any other nation as a 
scrap of paper to be ignored when- 
ever national] aspirations provide 
an excuse.” 

The Chinese Government of the 
future would be modeled on demo- 
cratic lines and would be free from 
warlordism and the feudal tactics 
now in effect among the Northern 
military barons, he concluded. 

Dr. Wu is accompanied by his 
wife. He was met down the bay 
by Frank W. Lee, representative 
in New York of the Nationalist 
government, and by Samuel L. 
Young, Consul-General for the Chi- 
nese republic. At the pier several 
hundred Chinese gave him a re- 
ception. 

He will leave for Washington to- 
day. While there, he said, he wit 
attempt to gain audience with 
members of the foreign affairs 
committees of the House and the 
Senate and with the State Depart- 
ment officials in charge of far 
Eastern affairs.

I. T. S. familiar to shippers. 

Vacating of Streets Approved, 

The Board of Public Service, on 
recommendation of Director of 
Streets Brooks, today approved an 
ordinance for the vacation of 
three city streets in furtherance 
of the I. T. S. subway and terminal 
plans. The streets are to be va. 
cated on condition that the L T. 
S. franchise bill is passed and 
that work on the improvements 
start within two years. The ordi- 
nance now will go to the Board 
of Aldermen for final action. 

The streets which will be va- 
cated are: Twelfth street,. from 
the north line of Lucas avenue to 
the south line of Morgan street;

Failure to Offer Apology 
and Reparation: Sharply 
Rebuked in Official Mes- 


sage.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The 
United States has presented a note 
to the Nationalist Government in 
China, requesting that the slayer 
of Dr. Walter F. Seymour, Amer- 
ican Presbyterian missionary at 
Tsining, Shantung, who was killed 
April 16, be arrested and executed. 

In addition to the punishment 
of the slayer, the American Gov- 
ernment requested that the offi- 
cersw ho failed to’ apprehend and 
punish the man responsible for 
the “inhumah and i uncivilized 
acts” at Tsining be arrested and 
severely punished. The right was 
reserved to present further re- 
quests especially for appropriate 
indemnities. 

The note said: “Evidence unmis- 
takably shows that on April 16 
several Nationalist soldiers under 
the general command of Marshal 
Feng Yu-hsiang seized Dr. Seymour 
on the street outside of the mis- 
sion compound. He broke from 
their grasp, and, éntering the com- 
pound, barred the gate, whereupon 
the soldiers fired through the gate, 
one bullet passing through Dr. 
Seymour's heart. The soldiers then 
opened the gate, robbed his body 
and departed. Dr. Seymour died 
10 minutes thereafter. On Aprii 
24 Gens. Fang Chen Wu, Sun Liang 
Chen and Ho Yao Tsu of the Na- 
tionalist forces, called at the mis- 
sion and expressed regret at the 
shooting of Dr. Seymour. Since 
then, however, insofar as the Lega- 
tion is informed, no effort has 
been made to cause the arrest and 
punishment of the soldiers guilty 
of this murder. 

“Awaiting confirmation of earlier 
reports, I have not hitherto ad- 
dressed you with regard to this 
brutal murder of an American citi- 
zen. I must, however, express sur- 
prise that I have as yet received 
from you no expression of regret 
or word that you have caused any 
investigation to be made with a 
view to the punishment of those 
guilty. 

“In view of the foregoing I have 
to request that the murderer be 
arrested and executed and that the 
officers who not only failed to ap- 
prehend and punish the culprits, but 
even gave encouragement to such 
inhuman and uncivilized acts by 
subsequently permitting the occu- 
pation and looting by their soldiers 
of the American mission building, 
be at once arrested and severely 
punished.” 


Russia Criticises Activities of Japan 
in China, 
By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 22.—Recent 
Japanese activities in China are 
decidedly disapproved by the soviet 
government, says a statement Is- 
sued through Tass, official news 
agency, by George Tchitcherin, 
Commissar of Foreign Affairs. 
The statement was issued in re- 
sponse to questions propounded by 
the soviet press. 

Tchitcherin said that the Japan- 
ese attitude toward China was 
contrary to the soviet policy 
of noninterference in the domestic 
affairs of foreign states generally 
and of China in particular. . He 
said that the United States, Great 
Britain and France seemed to ap- 
prove the Japanese action and he 
blamed the League of Nations for 
sanctioning the policy by its silence. 
He added that this furnished a 
new proof of the insincerity of the 
alleged peaceful intentions of the 
League. 

Tchitcherin denied a report cur- 
rent here that the Japanese had 
seized the soviet military settle- 
ment in Pekin. He said it was 
briefly occupied by Mikado forces, 
but now was evacuated.

BERGEN, Norway, May 22. — 


The entire city and harbor were 
decked with flags this morning in 
honor of Capt. George H. Wilkins 
and Carl B. Ellison, Arctic flyers, 
when they arrived from Tromsoe.

U. 5. CHEMIST RELEASED 
FROM PRISON IN GERMANY 


Guido Meisel Convicted of Com- 
mercial Espionage in Obtaining 
Dye Secrets Pays $1150 Fine.

DUSSELDORF, Germany, May 
22.—Guido Meisel, American 
chemist of Portsmouth, N. H., who 
was sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment on charges of com- 
mercial espionage in seeking to ob- 
tain Germna chemical 
secrets, was released from prison 
today after he had paid a fine of 
5000 marks ($1150). 

As Meisel’s health had suffered 
greatly because of imprisonment, 
he and Mrs. Meisel decided to re- 
turn to the United States immedi- 
ately. They will locate on a farm 
near Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 

Meisel had spent eight months in 
prison before he was brought to 
trial. He was sentenced to prison 
Feb. 18 after hearings held in sec- 
ret because of fear that secrets of 
the German Dye Trust of great im- 
portance to that industry might be 
disclosed in the testimony. 

In convicting Meisel, the Court 
ruled that the American, as a 
trained business man and experi- 
enced chemist, must have been 
aware that he was obtaining valu- 
able secrets through illegitimate 
methods and that he was in a posi- 
tion to make a profitable disposal

Explorer Makes Official 
Report to Italy on Flight 


Dirigible Made 2000 Miles on Air-Line in 
Journey Over Nicholas II Land—Ship 
Ready for Another Trip Probably Today, 


By GEN. UMBERTO NOBILE, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Diri- 
gible Italia.

KINGS BAY, (Via San Paulo Ra- 
dio Station), May 22.—The follow- 
ing is my official report to the 
Royal Italian Geographical Soci- 

ety on the Italia’s latest flight: 

“Having left Kings Bay May 16, 
at 1:20 p. m., we returned on May 
18 at 10:20 p. m., after two days 
of uninterrupted navigation. We 
followed the course Nyaalesund, 


Unitraia Cape, Danish Island, Cape 
Barren Cape North—81.40 latitude 
north’ 37.5 longitude east Green- 
wich—Albert Island Hermitage Is- 
land, Harmsworth and Salisbury 
Island, Cape Markhave, Cape Ger- 
mania, Cape Rigely—80 latitude 
north, 84.30 longitude east-——-79.16 
latitude north 91.40 longitude east 
—Cape Viwnagerhaft, Cape Zel- 
antaia, Cape Nashua—78.40 longi- 
tude north, 42 longitude east —

Nyaalesund. 

“On a straight airline we covered 
a distance of 3952 kilometers. The 
real distance, however, was much 
greater owing to the deviations. We 
had the wind almost constantly 
against us, except along that part 
of our course when we turned to 
south-southeast. ~ 

Flight With Regularity. 

“The flight proceeded with com- 
plete regularity. The airship, as 
usual behaved in a perfect man- 
ner. We suffered from the usual 
drawbacks, fog and the formation 
ef ice crusts which, in this in- 
stance, reached very notable pro- 
portions. 

“The average temperature was 
about four degrees below zero, 
centigrade and the coldest was 18 
below zero. (A fraction of a de-

“We explored about 10,000 
square kilometers (about 600 
square miles) over a course of 330 
kilometers -in the unknown region 
of the legendary Gillis Land, be- 
tween Spitzbergen and Franz Josef 
Land, About 25,000 square kilo- 
meters over a course of 750 kilo- 
meters in the region between Franz 
Josef archipelago and the eastern 
coast of Nicholas II Land; about 
3500 kilometers over a course of 
80 kilometers in the unknown re- 
gion northeast of Nova Zembla;

“We did not find any new land.

Nevertheless, something is gained when the na- 
tions are willing to bind themselves to renounce war 
as an instrument of policy. That at least is a step 
towards peace. It recognizes war as an outlaw, only 
to be resorted to in extreme cases, where treaty ob- 
ligations have been materially disregarded, or de- 
fense is clearly required. 
The signing of the treaty, even with such reserva- 
tions as Britain and France desire, would at least 
put any nations “on the carpet” when they go to war, 
and they would have to stand upon ground far more 
justifiable than hitherto. Their faces would be turned 
towards peace and their actions would be closely scru- 
tinized. They would have to answer to the bar of 
public opinion. 
The adoption of the principle, therefore, may be 
regarded as an advance, and Secretary Kellogg is en- 
titled to some encouragement. The winning of the 
moral war against war is a hard battle, and every 
step forward is welcome.

' Six years ago Achille Ratti was a priest-scientist 
with a stirring record. He had climbed some of the 
loftiest peaks in the Alps, wandered restlessly 
through the farthest-flung realms of science and 
mathematics, achieved a name in Italy and just 
missed an expedition to the South Pole. In the lat- 
ter stages of the war, as Papal nuncio to Poland, he 
had stood his ground when the bolshevik army was 
at the wall of the city and most of the diplomatic col- 
ony in flight. 

The next six months were eventful. The nuncio 
was recalled, made Archbishop of Milan, then Car- 
dinal and, on the death of Benedict XV, swept into 
the office of Pope. 

Today, six years after his accession to the Chair 
of Peter, Pope Pius XI, pacing in the Vatican gar- 
den, must tempt the pen of Clare Briggs. True, the 
mountain climber has scaled the highest peak of dig- 
nity and honor in his church and has voluntarily 
accepted the virtual imprisonment that goes with the 
office. But certainly, in one sense, Pope Pius is “a 
feller who needs a friend.” For one thing, his daily 
program is so full of routine duties that he gets lit- 
tle time for his scientific studies and the sturdy man 
who delighted in finding the eagle’s nest now auto- 
matically goes to sleep in the barber’s chair, so we 
were told in an article in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch by 
the Rome correspondent of the Associated Press. 
Each day, as his only exercise, the Pope walks 
briskly for one or two hours in the garden. From . 
this spot he can see airplanes and dirigibles rising 
from the airdromes of Centrocelle and Clampino. 
“What a pity,” the dispatch quotes the pontiff as 
saying, “I was not in time to fly myself!” 

It is a pity. Probably he could have added some- 
thing to the science of aviation, but the real hard- 
ship is worked on the “prisoner of the Vatican,” 
who, never able to fulfill his ambition to fly, will 
some day pass out of the picture as giant transport 
planes roar overhead. We tender him our sympathy.

Efforts to procure a 
reapportionment on the basis of the 1920 census have 
been beaten. Last week a plan, known as the Fenn 
bill, which proposed an automatic redistribution of 
representation on the basis of the 1930 census, was 
smothered. The dominant influence in the defeat 
of the Fenn bill, as in previous measures, was the 
Anti-Saloon League. Aiding and abetting the league, 
the news from Washington says, were certain polit- 
ical machines, including Tammany. 

The Constitution provides that “Representatives 
(in Congress) shall be apportioned among the sey- 
eral states according to their numbers * * -*.” The 
only authentic means we have of ascertaining the 
population of the states, and the representation to 
which they are respectively entitled, is the decen- 
nial census. The failure of Congress, therefore, to 
provide reapportionment on the basis of the 1920 
census is a flagrant case of ignoring the Consti- 
tution. 

It is contended by the Anti-Saloon League that 
this provision of the Constitution is not mandatory. 
That is palpable quibbling. The intent of the or- 
ganic law is plain. Equally plain is the organized, 
persistent and perverse violation of the organic law. 
There is but one word for it: Nulliffcation. 

We have no idea how long the nullificationists can 
succeed in suspending the second section of Article 
XIV of the Constitution of the United States; how 
long they can defraud citizens of their just and legal 
representation in Congress; how long they can main- 
tain their illegal control of Congress by lawless con- 
spiracy and defiance of the Constitution; how long 
they can preserve the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead law in their present status by such des- 
perate tactics.

The Court 
postponed the case for four more months—until Sep- 
tember. It said its docket was too crowded to hear 
the women’s plea!

The record of this 
case stands as a black indictment of New Jersey

OUR ANCIENT ELECTORAL PROCEDURE. 
Congress would abolish the “unnecessarily expen- 
sive and ridiculous” practice of sending Presidential 
electors’ votes to Washington by special messenger. 
A bill has been sent to Mr. Coolidge for signature 
providing for the certificates to be sent by registered | 
mail. This is a welcome reform in our ancient 
procedure governing national elections, but a minor 
detail. . 
A vastly more important one is Senator Norris’ 
proposal to abolish the short term of Congress, per- 
mit Congressmen to take their seats immediately 
after election, instead of waiting a year to do so, 
and advancing the inauguration of the inconfing 
President from March until January. For years 
Norris has pressed this idea in the form of a Con- 
stitutional amendment, but has been unable to get it 
through Congress. 

No doubt a vast majority of Congressmen will 
admit privately its soundness and its desirability. 
All of them certainly know the short session of 
Congress was designed in a day when transportation 
in this country was primitive. Congressmen elected 
in November in those days found it physically im- 
possible to get to Washington for the December 
session. 

In this day of railroads and airplanes, the lame- 
duck session is an absurd anachronism. When will 
Congress face that fact and bring electoral procedure 
up to date? 

And when will Congress abolish that other 
anachronism—the paying of mileage fees to Con- 
gsressmen far in excess of their actual expenditures, 
these fees being based on transportation costs in a 
bygone age? .

It would have been 


PRACTICAL GOVERNMENT AID. 


From the Washington Post. 
HE House has passed the Denison Dill, 


providing for extension of the Govern- 


ment barge lines on the tributaries of the 


Mississippi River and increasing the capi- 
talization of the Inland Waterways Cor- 


poration threefold. 


The bill also clarifies 


the intent of Congress toward the Govern- 
ment-operated barge lines, and provides for 
their transferal to private ownership When 


certain conditions have 


been met. 


The Mississippi barge lines were born of 


the war. 


When the bill was passed provid- 


ing for Government operation of the rail- 


roads aS a war emergency measure, 


the 


beats and the barges on the nation’s wa- 
terways also were placed under Govern- 
ment control The transportation act of 
February, 1920, provided for the termina- 
tion of Federal control of railroads and 
provided further that the Secretary of War 
should continue the operation of waterway 
transportation facilities so that the lines of 
inland waterway transportation established 
by the President under the war emergency 


act would not be destroyed. 


In 1924 the 


Inland Waterways Corporation was estab- 


lished to take over contro] of these 


lines.

The’ bill adopted by the House increases

With the additional funds the cor- 
poration will be able to purchase needed 


equipment and provide better facilities to 
care for the needs of shippers. The Dill 
aiso provides for the extension of the barge 
i:ines to tributary rivers when facilities are 
available and if it should appear that ex- 
tension of service would be in the public 
interest. The bill serves to announce to the 
Mississippi Valley that the barge lines will 
be continued until suitable channels have 
been compiected and suitabie terminals-erect- 
ed, and provides means for speedily obtain- 
ing the benefits of through routes, joint 
tates and fair division of joint rates with 
connecting rail carriers. The bill provides 
for termination of operation by the corpora- 
tion as soon as the time arrives when there 
is ample assurance that private capital will 


undertake the service.

Beginning at top and left, the 
first figure shows a dark blue chif- 
fon printed in rather small pattern, 
mostly in red. It was distinctive 
for a cunning border which ran 
all round the edge of the coat, wide 
sleeye and bottom of skirt, wrought 
of two rows of small bias folds of 
the material fashioned into open 


hwork scallops, giving a lacy effect, 


at the same time firmness to the 
edge, of an otherwise diaphanous 
costume. Worn with it were a hat 
of shiny black balibuntle, red shoes 
and beige stockings. 

Gapes are staging a sudden 
come-back. Short shoulder capes, 
sometimes full and circular, some- 
times fitted at the shoulder, some- 
times having two tiers, are at- 
tached to coats of three-quarters or 
seven-eighths length. Second figure 
in the sketch represents an ensem- 
ble of bana beige kasha which 
has gold braid bands round edge of 
cape, blous® and sleeve and gilt 
nail heads sewn thickly near the 
braid then scatteringly into a fade- 
away border... There were several 
repetitions of this same model, one 
in black, one in dark blue. Nail- 
heads were used also on georgette 
and crepe frocks. A navy georgette 
ensemble twinkled all over with 
silver nailheads, silver belt also 
showing through the transparent 


coat. 
Mus of Chicago, known on the 
stage and as a fashion author- 
ity as Irene Castle, did not wear an 
ensemble, whatever that may au- 
gur for this mode. Her frock was 
white flat crepe with a sailor col- 
lar bordered with bands of crepe, 
in red yellow ana-green. Narrow 
stripes of the same followed down 
the side opening of the blouse and 
broadened out into a fan-shaped 
lapel on the skirt. Her coat was a 
reversible kasha, chartreuse on one 
side, white onthe other, stitched 
together with quilted borders. 

Her red hat of some kind 
of braid interwoven with angora, 
had a white band and was white 
under the brim. This frock also 
was duplicated more than once in 
the crowd. A New York woman 
brought it into an ensemble effect 
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with a white flat crepe unlined 
coat bordered with tucks of three- 
color bright colors though they 
did not match those onthe frock. 
A guest in the McLaughlin box 
wore the green hat made of scal- 
loped sections of fabric grading 
from dark to light greens. 

An ensemble that had many 
clever detalls was of frambese 
or raspberry pink crepe. The 
frock was quilted all over except 
the sleeves and blouse over which 
it seemed to open with button 
loops and button borders, the 


same being closed down the front 


of the skirt. The circular cape 
which was long and very full, was 
unlined except for the collar which 
was quilted. 

Another’ ensemble had a white 
crepe blouse. with wide tucked 
bertha and jabot, unlined coat and 
pleated skirt of navy silk ..coin 
dotted in white. The white felt 
hat was trimmed with disks of felt 
and blue shoes with white stock- 
ings completed a crisp and cool 
looking costume. 


HETHER the racing classic as 
W: sport event calls for strictly 

sports clothes or the dressy 
afternoon costume which  tradi- 
tionally ‘has graced the occasion, 
seems to be a question in the 
minds of the more modern type of 
woman. 

Just now a majority seem to be 
content as spectators to wear sports 
lines adapted to a dressier costume, 
but there were some modish ex- 
ceptions—not . the horsey’ type, 
either, of which there always are 
a conspicuous few_at the races. 

At the left I have sketched an 
ensemble such as. the wearer 
might choose as a participant as 
well as looker-on at sport and some 
of the most fashionable women. 
whole groups of them in the front 
row, second floor boxes reserved 
generally by prominent New York- 
ers, wore this type of costume. 

The’ one sketched shows a sleeve- 
less Cardigan jacket of gray An- 
gora wool, a skirt of the same with 
unpressed pleats; blouse of the 
same shade of smoother knit ma- 
terial shot with gold thread. The 
hat is of rough gray felt, the shoes 
are brown oxfords. A gay hand 
kerchief neatly folded is attached 
to a pocket. A\ modernistic neck- 
lace of: flat jade and some bracc- 
lets of large silver links and motifs 
were worn with this costume. 

Tricolor effects are being high- 
ly spoken of in the fashion maga- 
zines and some smart touches of 
them stood out.in the crowd, A 
red, white and blue striped hand- 
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No Heat—No Cosmetics 
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kerchief were accessories to a red 
flat crepe three-piece suit as 
sketched. Not always are these 
effects carried out in the national 
colors. They may be in other com- 
binations of three bright colors. 


STRIKING costume worn by 
A: Chicago woman who boast- 

ed rather too loudly in the 
smoking room that she had bet 
$4500 on Reigh Count, is next in 
the picture. The cape which is at- 
tached down the sleeves and the 
skirt are of black crepe. The 
blouse is beige with a trimming 
of rectangles cut from red, green 
and yellow crepe fagotted togeth- 
er. The bright colors are repeat- 
ed in pipings round collar, down 
sides of skirt and in the _ string 
ties at the neck. The hat is black 
felt trimmed with cire wings. 


A cape fashioned of two-semi- 
circles of crepe, called a scarf 
because of ‘the various ways 
in which it can be draped and 
wrapped round the neck, was seen 
in several versions, bright colots 
and black. 


The usual ensemble is identi- 
fied by a coat lined with the ma- 
terial of the frock or merely 
matching in color, A new and 
important development of the 
mode for. summer is the printeé 
frock with unlined coat of the 
same printed stuff, in silk, crepe 
or chiffon. It is a mode just as 
good for evening as far afternoon 
or morning wear, depending up- 
on the color, pattern and weight 
of the material. Delicately color- 
ed, large flowered chiffon dance 
frocks with coats to match were 
seen at the dinner dances the eve- 
ning preceding the Derby.
